T H E M O Z A R T Y E A R 
1956 will be the 200th Anniversary of the birth 
of Wolgang Amadeus Mozart whom musicians 
generally regard as the most significant composer 
that ever livid. There are some who attribute 
this honor to Johann Sebastian Bach and others 
to Ludwig van Beethoven and a few to Johannes 
Brahms. But there the contest at the summit 
stops. That is the summit in the world of music. 
And when to these names are added Handel. 
Haydn, W agner and Berlioz, you have the mu­ 
sician’s heaven. 
Mozart wrote for everything, including the 
music box. In fact. he was what might be called 
a hack, turning out an enoimous amount of copy, 
in all forms, for all instruments at a terrific speed 
and commercially. He died at 35 from overwork 
and tuberculosis, which mig)* have been any one 
of a dozen illnesses in those days of inadequate 
diagnosis. 
Last Sunday, on the Taconic State Parkway, 
as we rolled along mid the turning Autumn 
leaves, the radio brought “Tile Magic Flute” 
from Salzburg, a Joyous opera whose overture is 
known to every high school orchestra. Mozart was 
no square and the moderns have jazzed him up 
into popular airs with less violence than one 
would expect. “In an Eighteenth Century Draw­ 
ing Room,” which. I think, once made the “Hit 
Parade” or should have, is an example of how 
easy it is to make a classic fit a transient mood; 
that is why it is a classic. 
Mozart lived in a glorious age, when the ma­ 
chine had not yet overtaken the mind. He was 
bom in 1756 and his first work was W’ritten in 
1764, when he was eight years old. That was a 
year when Gluck was the great composer, but to­ 
day we commemorate Mozart. For the next years. 
Mozart produced something which made musical 
history every year. What a period the 1780’s was: 
Mozart in music, Rant in philoeoptiy. Lessing and 
Robert Burns in poetry. And old paf>a Haydn was 
still writing and influencing the young Mozart 
who was never, living or dead, to grow old. The 
very year that Mozart wrote his “Kine kleine 
Nachtmusik,” Goethe wrote his “Iphigenie” and 
Schiller, his "Don Carlos.” And the next year, 
Haydn wrote his “Oxford” Symphony and Mo-

The Council of Conservationists today offer a rebuttal to 
arguments proposed in behalf of the controversial Black Panther 
Dam project in yesterday’s column by the Citizens for VI. afer 
Conservation. 
A brochure released by the Conservationists says: ‘‘The Black 
River Board'* propaganda have distributed much clever propa­ 
ganda to create the mistaken impression that Panther Dam is a 
fiood-control dam, designed to stop floods in the Black River Val­ 
ley. 
* 
“This is a fraudulent device, and we are calling to your atten­ 
tion that Panther Dam was originally planned as a power dam, 
it is being promoted by people who want to use it for power pur­ 
poses, and it will be paid for by mills and factories who will use 
the w ater it hoards for power generating purposes. 
“The Arm y engineers who made tilt original studies say 
It is only 16 per cent flood control, and 84 per rent for the 
production of power for private purposes. The Moose River 
w atershed contributes only l l per rent of the w atershed in 
the Black R iver,” says the statem ent. 
“Don’t be misled by the Watertown arca factory’ owners and 
upstate power barons who are trying to capitalize on the recent 
tragic floods to get Amendment No. 7 passed next November,” 
the brochure continues. 
“This is an inexcusable appeal,” it goes on. “They are pretend­ 
ing that Panther Mountain Dam -which Amendment No. 7 would 
permit to be constructed in the Adirondack Forest Preserve—is a 
FLOOD CONTROL instead of a POWER DAM. The Black River 
Board, which will control the dam, has admitted time and again 
(when it suited their purposes) that Panther is primarily for 
power purposes. Tho Army Engineers have said that it is almost 
wholly a power dam.” 
The C onservationists go on to charge: “Yet. w ithout re­ 
gard for facts, truth or human considerations, they are now- 
eager to bring out the crying tow el and dram atize their power 
dam as a potential savior of tipper N ew York sta te from 
catastrophic* such as hit New Jersey, som e parts of New’ York 
and Pennsylvania.” 
The Conservationists charge that Panther Dam as an 84 per 
cent power dam is strictly for the benefit of a handful of indus­ 
trialists who, they estimate, would make $7,000,000 out of the 
project In 20 years. 
“Incidentally,” continues the brochure, “these industrialists, and 
some politicians, are inclined to talk out of both sides of their 
mouths, depending upon the circumstances concerning this situa­ 
tion. When it is raining they say Panther Dam is a flood control 
dam. which of course, it isn’t. When they are trying to garner 
labor votes, they call It a power dam and say it will restore em­ 
ployment in Wa tort own. This is an even more absurd and exagger­ 
ated claim.” 
The C onservationist* also take Gov. H arrim an to task for 
giving his blessing* to Panther Dam in a speech at W atertow n. 
It quotes the governor saying “People who oppose the (P an ­ 
ther Dam ) project should take a look at w hat floods did else­ 
w here In the state. If the sam e rains had fallen in northern 
N ew York, the situation would have been just as bad here. 
The situation could be avoided with flood control.” 
“Governor Harriman, either intentionally or through the devious 
influence of politician-manipulating power boys, has lined up solid­ 
ly behind this cheap deception,” the Conservationists charge. 
The Conservationists’ pleas for the defeat of Amendment No. 7 
points out: “The Forest Preserve is part of America’s great re­ 
source of wild forest land. More than ever before, we need our 
few remaining areas of upspoiled outdoors. A future America will 
need them still more. The Panther Dam is a great threat to this 
I resource. . . . ” 
There you have the two sides of the story. Take your pick.
